Diary of Queen Alexandra Tells Stories of 


Royal Kitchen Gardens and Tea Rooms 


One of the most charming "bits" at 
Sandrlngham Is the Queen'*-dairy, situ- 
ated at the far end of the beautiful 
-iiltchen gardens. It Is such a fascinat- 
ing little place, built In fimple rustic 
fashion, with everything 
as 
cool 
and 
bright and spotless as perfect care can 
make It. It is walled and paved with 
ornamental tiles: on the wide shelf run- 
ning round it stand bowls of rich cream 
and on the center table Is an assortment 
of pretty cups and mugs and glasses, 
each member of the royal fnmlly having 
has own special drinking vessel. 


On one side of the dairy Is the little 
can room and on the other the dai'.uy 
apartment where her Majesty frequently 
drinks tea and eats "brja-1 and honey" 
when she is staying at Sandiingham. The 
tea room is furnished In very 
s'mrl- 
fashion and Its recessed window'looks out 
into the little Dutch gard'-n, with its 
quaint forma? beds an*l its IK>X and yew

Not only many previously forested areas 


which had been cut over 
have been 


planted up. but a number of countries are 
devoting their energies atao to establish- 
ing a forest cover on dunes and other 
waste lands, and. In fact, en all land 
which Is more valuable for producing 
timber than for other purposes. 


France has been one of the foremost 


European countries In reforestation, es- 
pecially In the mountains, where planting 
has been a powerful factor in c ontrolling 
currents and regulating steam flow. 
The 


State each year buys uncultivated lands 
in the mountain regions, and up to Janu- 
ary. 1907, it has acquired 503,000 acres 
in this way. 


GOVERNMENT HELPS. 


Commerce, association and private in- 


dividuals are also assisted In reforestation 
work by grants of money, and by supplies 
of plants and seeds.

to the United States on a "mission o: 
hostility" against the Asqulth family am 
that the now famous poem resulted from 
the hallucinations .of a disordered brain 


He declares there Is no reason for his 


brother's antipathy to the Asqulths ant 
says that "unforgivable 
things 
havi 


been hurled at that family, things that 
have no manner of Justification or de- 
fense; things that seem to brand the 
author aa beyond the pale of our toler- 
ation forever." 


EXPLAINS ABERRATION. 


But he explains the reason for tho 


hallucinations which afflict his brother. 
They were caused, he says, by a great 
mental strain which the poet underwent 
at the time of Tennyson's death ,ln 1892 
and which -was followed by a complete 
physical and mental breakdown. 


"The William Watson we all 
know 


will regret and condemn these things 
with burning words and 
bitter tears 


when ho returns to himself," ho adds. 


Mr. Watson's statement Is the first ut- 


teran cc by any member of the famll y 
since Richard Le Gallienne's poem was, 
hurled at the poet. 


Of tho criticism that has been heap- 


ed upon his brother. Mr. Watson says: 


"In a Canadian Journal of December 


9 (which has only this day been put be- 
fore me) thero Is a leading- article which 
embodies Borne of the scathing criticisms, 
that had been applied to my brother 
by the Rev. Dr. Aked of New York dur- 
ing an interview. 


AKED APOLOGIZES. 


"On seeing a partial transcript of the 


article, I wrote «. brief protest to Dr. 
Aked and In reply received from him a 
letter of apologry in which he said: *I 
had, as you know, If you have seen the 
whole Interview, and net merely quota- 
tions from it, suspicions of the truth.

NEW YORK, Deo. 18. —( A rather In- 


teresting dispute has been going on in 
Freeport, Long Island, in regard to the 
reading of the Holy Scriptures la this 
public schools in that town, which will 
interest the entire country. 


It seems that it has been the custom 


to have a short reading from the Bibla 
at the opening session of school each day, 
but the usual objection was at last made 
by certain disaffected persons who com- 
plained that the regular hours for 
struction were being infringed upon. 


The complaint was brought to the no- 


tice of the State department of Educa- 
tion and they forthwith called attention 
to the fact that the statutes did not con- 
templats the reading of the Bible during 
school hours. 


Thereupon the Freeport school commit- 


tee held a meeting and passed a resolu- 
tion postponing the opening of the mom- 
ing session from 9 until 9:15 o'clock. The 
children whose parents desire them, to at- 
tend the religious exercises 
now 
i 


semble as usual at 9 o'clock, a portion 
of Holy Scripture is read, soms singing 
follows and the quarter of an hour is 
spent as it was formerly. 


LEGAL ASPECT. 


In order that there may be no perad- 


venture of a doubt upon the subject, An- 
drew S. Draper, State commissioner of 
education, has been approached by the 
committee as to the legality of the ar- 
rangement. 


It is understood that the.State authori- 


ties desinj to give the fullest possible 
freedom to the local school committees In 
such matters and Mr. Draper has merely 
called attention .to the fact that it is an 
almost universal practice throughout the 
State for the public, schools to open at 
9 o'clock. How this general usage could 
possibly be construed Into an obligation 
upon any particular school to call the roi: 
at the exact hour is difficult to conceive, 
but should there he any desire to enforce 
such a ruling there certainly would be 
nothing to hinder having the religious ex- 
ercises begin at a quarter before 9.

EDINBURGH CONFERENCE. 


The New York 
Churchman 
recently 


published a prospectus of the work con- 
'templated by the Kdlnbur^h conference 
and wo feel that it is of such general 
Interest that it is worth giving in some 
detail. 


The expenses of- the conference ih Great 


Britain .are estimated at at<out $35.000 — 
a sum that is itself evidence of the enor- 
mous labor that is going into prepara- 
tion and preliminary investigation. For 
more than a year the organizat ion of 
the conference has demanded the entire 
time of a secretary, and .since February 
of this year of two secretaries. The of- 
fices of the conference in Edinburgh now 
consist of-seven rooms and the staff in- 
cluded more than twenty clerks. 
The representative character of the 


conference can be seen from the member- 
ship of eight commissions. 
Among the 


English churchmen we note the names of 
tho Bishops of Birmingham, Southwark. 
Ossory and Aberdeen, Bishops Montgom- 
ery and Ingham. the Rev. 11. T. Gardner 
of the Central Board of Missions; Dr.

the Rev. W. H. Freese. of the Mirfield 
Community, and among the laity, Mr. Eu- 
gene Stock and Mrs. Romanes.

Mahan, George Wharton Pepper, John "W. 
Wood and Silas McBee.

MISSIONARY MOVEMENT. 


I have referred frequently in these let- 
ters to the l^aymen's Missionary Move- 
ment, and have called attention from time 
to time to the remarkable conventions 
which have been held In various, cities of 
the country, meetings to which a thou- 
sand or more men came, paying their own 
expenses and encouraging one another to 
return to their various churches and so 
present the cause of missions that the 
general result'has been an Immediate In- 
crease of fifty per cent or more upon the 
amount of money contributed 
to

cause of missions during the previous 
year. That is the kind of result that im- 
presses the ordinary business man in the 
flrwt placR, but what IB really a much 
more encouraging and stimulating- result 
of these conferences has been the doepen- 
ing of the serious interest of tho men 
themselves in their responslMHtles toward 
their nelehbor whether at home or abroad.

It has no or- 
ganization apart from a general commJt- 


which meets twice a year and an 


executive committee of twenty-one mem- 


*rs which meets once a month. 
Five secretaries give their whole time 


i the work of the general movement. 


It's purpose has been to present the 
•ause of missions to influrntlal groups 
of men and to encourage 
methods of 


missionary finance In such practical fash- 
on as to produce immediate results. 


The movement stands for investigation, 
gi'atlon and organization. 
Missionary 


conditions are carefully studied and lay- 
men, moved by the call of the masses 
of humanity yet unreache.^. keep the 
master before the Immedlfc te circle of 
heir acquaintance. 
In Great Britain an association of six 


aymen from the United States and Can- 


pre?ented the movement and it was 
at once taken up and national committees 
voic organized both In England and Scot- 
anl. It has since spread to Germany and 
Aus-tralla.

was 
below the standard, 


whereas the crowd looked for some extra sparkle and 
scintillation in the postprandial talk. 


Mayor Taylor made the worst speech of his life, 


which is saying a great deal, and Joe Redding, \\ho is 
usually happy and clever, made the mistake of deliver- 
ing a serious address. It was not what the diners ex- 
pected. It was unlike Joe, whose easy persiflage light- 
ens the heavier thunder and gives a touch of variety to 
the figurative orotendities of less artistic and witty 
speakers. He made his hearers serious—almost sad— 
which was not what they came for. It was explained 
that Redding only arrived from New York that morn- 
ing, but one sarcastic critic observed that he might 
havejeft his cold-storage speech behind. 


George Knight talked too long. It was not an oc- 


casion for extended speaking. What the crowd wanted 
was a rapid fire of zip and sparkle, but got instead an 
overdose of reminiscence and extravagant talk of San 
Francisco 
and 
California. Colonel Kirkpatrick, of 


whom nothing spectacular was expected, and Mayor- 
elect McCarthy carried off the honors. McCarthy 
talked like a man whose heart was in his promise to 
do all in his power to make San Francisco a beautiful 
end well-governed city, but he had the misfortune to 
be at the tail, whereas Taylor headed the list of speak- 
ers. Nevertheless, he shone by contrast and there was 
no counterfeit ring in what he had to say. 


But it was a great pity that no great speaker like 


those departed giants, Genera.1 Barnes and Hall Mc- 
Allister, to spiel the opening with a flow of genuine 
eloquence, wit and humor. Nobody attempted a joke 
or a witticism, morc's the pity, and the 'platitudes 
finally palled on an audience that was willing to cheer 
and be amused at the rhapsody of a dog chasing its tail. 


Heney's Undelivered Speech 


Francis J. Heney was so absolutely sure of election 


that he made preparations in advance -o celebrate his 
\ictory in a spectacular manner. 


He \ isited the manager of the Orpheum and, stating 


that his election was a certainty, requested an op- 
portunity to address the audience when the returns 
showed thct he had won. He confided to friends that 
he intended to make the speech of his life and to de- 
r.ouncc by name a long list of men who had offended 
l.ini. 


Accompanied by James D. Phelan, he went to the

that he had suffered overwhelming defeat he waited 
to see no more, but quietly slipped out and went home 
with his great speech undelivered.

are a unit against the Gear\ street scheme. All th>- 
improvement clubs are lining up in opposition to it 
The following influential ci"ic bodies have adopted 
resolutions denouncing on \arious practical ground) 
entirely apart from the wisdom of municipal ownership 
of street railways as a public- policy: 


The Merchants' Association, the Merchants' Ex- 


change, the Chamber of Commerce, the Board of Trade, 
the Manufacturers and Producers' Association, the San 
Francisco Real Estate Boart, the North Central Im- 
provement Association. 


It is pointed out that the Geary street road has no 


transfer connections and doe? not extend to the ferries 
and railway terminals and he ice will be a losing prop- 
osition as a financial investnent. Other arguments 
against it are that the city is in no condition at tlm 
time to experiment with mi nicipal ownership unde- 
the most unfavorable condit ons. Taxes are already 
higher in San Francisco than they have been in thirt" 
years, and the city is sadly in need of public building', 
school houses, sewers and sfeet improvements, all of 
which the McCarthy adminis ration is pledged to sup- 
ply at the earliest practicable moment. 


Moreover, there is an urgert demand for more cross- 


town lines and railway extei sions in the suburbs, 
which are inhabited mainly b.- working people. If the 
Geary street bonds should carry private capital would. 
take alarm and decline to in\cst further in street rail 
road extension, for the present at least. The peopk: 
who are clamoring for cross-town lines and suburbai 
extensions would be left in the lurch and saddled wit!, 
more taxes to pay interest on street railroad bonds. 


But the oddest feature abo it the whole thing is th<- 


fact that the outgoing Super -isors held up the Geary 
street project for two years ind then submitted it a.-> 
an embarrassing problem to the Union Labor admin- 
istration, after the electorate had voted them out of 
office for incompetence and mismanagement. If th.' 
experiment should prove-a fiilure, as e.vcry prosper, 
indicates, the Un'on Labor ac.ministration will be held 
responsible for it. If it should chance to be successful, 
the Spreckels-Phelan crowd -vill claim all the honor^. 


.That explains why the labor people are being urged 


to pull the chestnuts of Phelan & Co. out of the fire. 
It is a shrewd scheme to brirg discredit on the L'niou 
Labor administration and provide capital for the Phe- 
lanites in the next campaign. Whether the laboring 
men will fall into the trap remains to be seen. 


Gillett's Decision

McCarthy's Appointments 


Mayor-elect P IT. McCarthy has not yet taken the 


public into his conscience relative to his appointments 
and it is said that he will not do so until he assumes 
office. 
McCarthy has seen much trouble arise from 


premature announcement of political appointments 
that had to be withdrawn or changed later and he does 
not propose to make that mistake himself. It appears 
to be conceded, however, that one of McCarthy's offi- 
cial acts will be the removal of two park commission- 
ers and the securing control of the patronage that goes 
with the control of the public squares and parks. 


One of the commissioners booked to walk the plank 


is James D. Phelan. The other special selection is in 
doubt, although the opinion prevails that it is F. W. 
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Dohrmann, president of the Board and an appointee 
of Phelan under the Taylor administration. 


All of McCarthy's lieutenants during the campaign 


are up in the air relative to his slate for appointments, 
not having been taken into the confidence of the May- 
or-elect. 
Stone and Irish 


It now looks as though General George Stone would 


receive the long deferred appointment as Naval Officer 
for the port of San Francisco, as a sort of New Year's 
gift. 
Colonel John P. Irish was appointed under the 


Cleveland administration. As a Democrat he has con- 
continued to retain the office for thirteen years under 
Republican administrations. While Colonel Irish may 
regret the loss of his post and accompanying stipend, 
he must at least feel gratified in that he has the record 
as a Democratic holder of high appointive office under 
Republican administrations. 


General Stone became a candidate for Naval Officer 


early in the McKinley administration. At that time 
there seemed to be an, understanding that Irish should 
serve out half of the term and Stone be appointed for 
the last two years. But nothing was done at Washing- 
ton and Irish continued to hold on. The Colonel had 
strong and influential friends at the National Capital, 
not the least of whom was Paul Morton. 


Then came Roosevelt, who positively refused to send 


a name to the Senate for confirmation and Irish con- 
tinued to serve as Naval Officer. With the inaugura- 
tion of President Taft the matter of Stone's appoint- 
ment was again revived. But Colonel Irish's suppor- 
ters were still on guard and Secretary of the Treasury 
MacVeagh, personal friend of Irish, is reported to have 
been strongly opposed to his removal. 
Two other 


members of the Cabinet—Dickinson and Wickersham 
—are said to have been in the Irish column, but Sena- 
tors Perkins an"d Flint pressed the cause of Stone and 
it once more began to look as though the latter would 
get the appointment. 


Then a question of official etiquette, which is as sen- 


sative to its observances in Washington, D. C., as at 
the Court of St. James, arose to plague ihe situation. 
Congressman ATcKinlay, an enthusiastic supporter of 
Stone, undertook to present the latter's claims. The 
Senators immediately ceased their efforts in the can- 
didate's behalf. 
Official etiquette had been infringed 


by a Congressman intervening in the work the Sen- 
ators were pressing. 


But even ruffled etiquette was appeased and an un- 


derstanding reached that Stone should have the cov- 


eted appointment on the first of the year 1910. Then 
some one suggested that Irish "be permitted to retain 
the office until his "term"' expired, which -would be 
February 15, 1910. 
Now as Irish had been appointed 


'by Cleveland on Deceihber 24, 1893. for a term of four 
years which ended December 25, 1897, and had gra- . 
ciously been given a supplemental holding of thirteen, 
years without appointment or term, this 
additional 


month-and-a-half suggestion was not recen ed without 
protest. 


Now, however, it is said that all the nice questions 


of term and etiquette have been met and General Stone 
will become Naval Officer January next—if Colonel 
Irish does not put another one over on him. 
Release of Dimmick 


With the release of Walter Dimmick, the assistant 


cashier of the branch United States mint in this city, 
after having served a sentence of six years in San 
Quentin under conviction of having embezzled $30.(XX) 
from that institution, conies the story that his fellow 
convicts, than whom a more discriminating and dis- 
cerning jury never was empaneled, were of the opinion 
that he was innocent of the charge for which he paid 
the penalty. 


There are others who have always retaired a doubt 


of Dimmick's guilt and there are several circumstances 
that'contribute to this wavering of opinion. William 
J. Burns, the notorious gumshoe detective, supplied 
the evidence upon which 
Dimmick waf convicted, 


which in itself is sufficient to cause a reasonable doubt 
to be entertained. 


In staging his case, one of the principal properties 


introduced by Burns was a suitcase. In this, it was 
charged, Dimmick carried the money from the mint. 
There is another story of the suitcase, which, it is 
needless to say, Burns did not present to the jury in 
the Dimmick trial. The tall and angular Dimmick was 
somewhat of a gallant. As was well knowr. by some 
of his fellow employes of the mint. Dimmick's suit- 
case was used for the purpose for which it was popu- 
larly intended. It is related that Dimmick would go 
to a hotel taking with him in the case his evening dress 
and there array himself for some function. 


Dimmick has. all along maintained his innocence and 


on regaining his freedom declared that he would de- 
vote his effort to securing vindication.

THE TRIBUis'E had occasion some time ago 


to expose an error in the Bradstreet weekly bank 
clearing's report in which Oakland was made to 
Appear as having in a comparison with the corre- 
sponding week o£ last year lost 8 per cent; where- 
as as a matter of fact the bank clearings of that 
v/eek showed a large percentage of gain. 
This 


week Bradstreet's report goes to the other ex- 
treme by giving Oakland's percentage of gain in 
bank clearings for the week ending at the close of 
business Thursday as 142.7 per cent over the cor- 
responding week in 1908. 
If the report had been 


true Oakland would in the matter of the percent- 
age of -gain have led every city in the United 
States. The amount credited Oakland in the Brad- 
Btreet report is 54,036,000. There is no room for 
doubt that the amount of business done in this city 
during the week exceeded that sum, but unfor- 
tunately the Oakland clearing house reports do 
not show it, for the simple reason, as THE TRIB- 
UNE has frequentlv pointed out, the San Fran- 
cisco clearing house i« getting undue credit for the 
major part of the business actually 
transacted 


here, for which payment is made on checks drawn 
on San Francisco banks which are carried across 
the bay in trade exchange, instead of passing 
through the bank* and the clearing house here and 
then pass throus'.i the San Francisco 
clearing 


house, swelling that city's bank clearings and 
fictitiously magnifying its trade in the eyes of 
those who are not acquainted -with the circum- 
stances. The fiction is of long standing and pos- 
sibly will never be properly corrected. 


However. Oakland's bank clearings for the week 


under consideration, as recorded in the Oakland 
clearing house amounted to 52,056,933.58, and show 
9 gain, as compared with last year's record of 25 
per cent, which is practically 10 per cent larger 
than the gain made by the San Francisco clearing 
house, notwithstanding the padding of its record 
with the lion's share rf Oakland's actual business 
results. 


Rat and Sqmml Cmsade. 


The finance committee of the council has shut 


flown on any 
further 
contributions toward the 


maintenance of the Federal laboratory located in 
a small cottage on the south ?idc of Eighth street, 
near Alice. 
It is over a } ear since the city au- 


thorities discontinued paying monthly tribute to 
the Federal Board <M~ Health, represented by Drs. 
Blue and Long, toward supporting the costly rat 
crusade which was being; carried on here under 
their direction. 
Up to that time the crusade had 


cost the city approximately $100,000. 


When the city stopped paying tribute Dr. Long 


discharged the greater number of the corps of in- 
spectors in his employ and withdrew from 
the 


field himself; but the Eighth-street laboratory has 
continued to be maintained and certain inspectors 
and a number of rat-catchers retained in the Fed- 
eral service. 
The rent of the laboratory and the 


salaries ot all employes ha\ e been paid, however, 
by the Federal governr;ont, the city's 
contribu- 


tions being confined t > s-umc nnror expenses 
in- 


curred by the i n « ; i t t t i ' AI. 


The chief purnn-e ' f the lal/ontcry now is to 


prevent the pos~.bili'\ nf the bubonic plague get- 
ting a foothold on tlii- Mde of the bay. 
All deaths 


where bubonic p!ap,;'e i< suspected are investigat- 
ed and all autopsies performed are officially in- 
spected. The rat colony has been reduced to almost 
infinitesimal proportions. 
All rats caught are, 


however, inspected as a precautionary measure. 


The service has for some time past given much 


attention to ground squirrels. Some of these ani- 
mals have been found infected with the bubonic 
plague •which is presumed to have been communi- 
cated to them through the agency of the rat flea. 
The ground squirrel is a clean feeder, not in any 
sense a scavenger like the Norway rat: but its fur 


arbors fleas. 
The sale of ground squirrels has, 


equently, been --tupped and in all of the bay 
P.es a vsar of extcrminauon on the squirrel 
I'es has been vigorously waged for • several 


A double service lias thus been por- 


ed. 
Farmers have been relieved largely of a 


llative pest and the danger of plague infec- 
has been 
minimized.

King Leopold is dead, and now that he has 


crossed the Great Divide we may charitably for- 
get the offenses against the social decencies which 
made his private life morally infamous in the eyes 
of civilized society the world over. But while his 
body is stiil lying in state and unboned a bitter 
contest has started over the disposition of his vast 
wealth, in which the family skeleton he created 
threatens to be exposed; the bitter enmities be- 
tween him and his children begotten by Queen 
Henrietta aired, and his relations with women of 
the half-world ventilated, growing out of his mor- 
ganatic marriage with a woman of Jow birth wh^om 
he created a baroness and by whom he leaves two 
sons. 


With the exception of the sum of $3,600,000 he 


inherited from his father, Leopold II, the dead 
monarch has willed his enormous fortune, esti- 
mated 
at over $60,000,000, to his morganatic 


'.\ idow, the Baroness Vaughan, and her children. 
That Leopold married the Baroness in legal form 
Ht Rcmo, Italy, last year, with the Papal sanction, 
is confirmed by the Vatican and the validity of 
the marriage has been indorsed by the Pope. 


It is reputed that Leopold contemplated quali- 


i\ ing one of his-sons by the Baroness to succeed 
him on the throne to the exclusion of his nephew, 
Prince Albert of Flanders, the rightful heir, who 
is reputed to be a man of irreproachable record. 
But it is quite evident that the sins of Leopold 
III against morality are destined to outlive him 
and Belgium promises, as a result, to be rent by 
the biggest scandal of modern times.

Buffalo Breeding Experiments. 


One of the grave crimes of the march of civiliz- 


ation and the settlement of the prairies in the 
heart of the North American 
continent was the 


ruthless decimation of the herds of buffaloes which 
roamed over them in countless numbers. 
The 


spanning of the continent by the Union 
Pacific 


railroad 
inaugurated 
their 
wanton 
wholesale 


'•laughter, until their extermination 
was almost 


completely 
accomplished in a few years' time. 


Only a few small herds survive, one of them oc- 
cupying a remote corner in the Northwest Terri- 
tory of the Dominion of Canada, another in Yel- 
lowstone Park, a third in Golden Gate Park and a 
small private herd at Pawnee, Oklahoma. 
Now 


that the bison has been reduced to a few hundred 
head its great value in stock-breeding economics 
is being recognized and special efforts are btiing 
made to domesticate and propagate the species. 


Experiments have been made at Pawnee and at 


some other places in the crossing of the bison or 
buffalo with the domesticated cow, but the hybrid 
Iris been only moderately successful. 
But the ex- 


periments in domesticating the buffalo have been 
entirely successful. 
By careful farming, the ani- 


mal has been thoroughly weaned from its natural 
nomadic habits. The Pawnee Times-Democrat re- 
ports that 
Major Gordon 
W. Little's Pawnee 


Park herd is as thoroughly domesticated as an or- 
dinary herd of cattle and the herd at Golden Gate 
Park shows no more disposition to roam, now that 
it has been reared in captivity, than an ordinary 
herd of horned cattle. But it is doubtful whether 
large herds of the buffalo can be restored any- 
where, for, according to Major Little's experience 
in buffalo raising 75 per cent of the calves raised 
in captivity are males which operates as an almost 
insurmountable barrier to their successful propa- 
gation in large numbers anywhere. It seems, there- 
fore, improbable that the buffalo will ever become 
more than a restricted survival of what was once 
a great and powerful race of the brute creation 
which fifty years ago was in undisputed possession 
of the natural pastures in the vast expanse of the 
central prairies of the continent.
